Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1972. 

This  report  includes  a  series  of  statistical  tables  showing  the 
incidence  of  births,  deaths  and  infectious  disease  dtiring  the  year  which 
compare  favourably  with  the  rest  ©f  the  country*  The  birth  rate  being 
above  the  National  Average  and  the  death  rate  being  below. 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  for  the  Borough  to  mid  1972  was 
57,080,  an  increase  of  480  compared  with  the  mid  1971  incre§^e  of  1,360 
resulting  from  the  completion  of  the  new  overspill  area  in  Ashton-on- 
Mersey  and  flat  development  in  the  Sale  area.  The  average  size  of  house¬ 
holds  remain  constant  at  2.7. 

Birth  Rate 

There  were  820  legitimate  and  66  illegitimate  births  in  the  Borou^ 
dirring  1972.  Male  births  showing  a  decrease  of  31  a^id  female  births  an 
increase  of  22  on  the  1971  statistics.  The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000 
population  being  15*5  compared  with  the  National  Average  of  14.8. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  showing  a  rate  of  16 
per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  the  National  Average  of  17  per  1,000. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  through  child  birth  during  the  year. 


Death  Rate 


Once  again  heart  diseaaa  voa-  the-  greatee-t-  kil3.er  claiming  310.  persona: c 
of  the  total  581  deaths  for  the  district.  I50  of  these  were  male  and  160 
female.  Of  the  males  the  most  prominent  age  group  was  35  upwards,  whereas 
the  female  age  group  was  65  upwards. 

Cancer  was  the  second  greatest  scourge  with  deaths  at  157,  of  which 
69  were  male  and  68  female.  The  age  group  for  both  sex  being  from  55 
upwards.  (Details  of  types  of  csincer  are  contained  in  the  report)# 

Deaths  through  motor  vehicle  accidents  remain  constant  at  between 
four  and  five  per  annum,  but  deaths  throu^  suicide  and  self  inflicted 
injuries  show  a  drop  of  50^  compared  with  1971  which  was  of  course  exceptional. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifiable  infectioxis  diseases  is 
accounted  for  by  an  outbreak  of  measles  early  in  the  year  among  the  1-4 
year  age  group  (l59  cases)  and  the  5-14  year  age  group  (99  cases). 

There  were  55  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  age  group  5-14  years, 
but  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  recorded  as  compared  with  57  cases  in 

1971. 


The  overall  picture  of  the  general  health  in  the  Borough  has  been 
satisfactory. 

Housing  Improvements 

The  improvement  of  older  type  housing  to  the  twelve  point  standard  laid 
down  in  the  Housing  Acts  has  been  maintained  and  a  s^irvey  of  all  housing  in 
the  district  was  carried  out.  More  modem  properties  are  now  being  allocated 
grants  for  kitchen  extensions.

Changes  in  staff  during  the  year  resulted  in  Mr.  Henshaw,  Public 
Health  Inspector,  leaving  for  an  appointment  ^ith  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Health  Author! tya  Mr.  Davenport,  Public  Heaj th  Inspector,  joining  us  from 
Manchester  and  Jhp.  Hanna,  Public  Health  Inspector  joining  from  Urmston,  Mr. 
Morley  joined  the  staff  in  February  to  take  charge  of  the  office  amd  Miss 
Richards  joined  as  a  junior  clerk  in  the  general  office  with  Miss  Gibbons. 

General

of  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department j  all  of  which 
cannot  be  recorded  here,  such  as  the  numerous  visits  by  Inspectors  investigating 
a  variety  of  complaints,  and  the  office  staff  answering  the  many  and  varied 
questions  at  the  counter  and  on  the  telephone. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Norris,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  his  work  during  the  year  and  for  his  help  in  compiling  this  report,  also 
to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  support  and  goodwill. 

In  concliision  Mr.  Mayor,  I  would  like  to  thank  you,  the  Chairman,  Vice 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  other  members  of  the  Council 
for  your  interest  and  support  which  has  been  so  readily  forthcoming  at  all 
times.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

These  are  provided  in  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  though  there  is  a  degree  of  local 
control  by  Sale  and  Lynm  Divisional  Health  Committee.  A  report  on  the 
work  of  these  services  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Sei-vice 

A  very  good  service  is  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  established  at  Withington  Hospital.  Specimens  are  collected 
daily  from  the  Public  Health  Department  in  the  Town  Hall,  by  the  Laboratory 
Staff. 

Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

a)  General  Hospital  Services

Manchester  Co2T)oration  are  the  undertakers  for  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  water  in  the  Borough.  The  quality  and  quantity  supplied 
is  satisfactory.  During  the  year  there  were  occasional  ccanpiaints  of 
temporary  discolouration  but  this  was  due  to  disturbance  of  the  mains. 
All  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  from  public  water 
mains  direct  to  the  houses,  none  are  supplied  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 
The  water  supply  has  no  added  flouride.

A  weekly  collection  service  was  maintained  throu^out  the 
town  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  Every  effort  was  made  to  visit 
premises  on  the  same  day  each  week,  and  this  is  a  procedure  much 
appreciated  hy  householders •' 

Plastic  bags  are  supplied  to  almost  all  the  dwelling  houses 
in  the  town,  the  exception  being  a  few  houses  where  paper  sacks  are 
used.  The  advantages  of  the  sack  system  of  storage  and  collection 
have  been  comD^nted  upon  many  times  and  it  is  sufficient  to  point 
out  that  it  is  a  much  cleaner  system  than  the  old  dustbins  and  much 
cleaner  for  the  operatives  who  are  engaged  on  this  work. 


During  the  whole  of  1972  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  on  land  adjoining  Hawthorn  Lane,  Sale.  During  the  early  pa3?t 
of  the  year  particular  attention  had  to  be  given  to  treat  the  tip  with 
insecticides  in  order  to  minimise  insect  infestation.  Towards  the  end 
of  1972  the  joint  incinerator  at  Altrincham  was  nearing  completion  and 
it  was  anticipated  that  all  domestic  refuse  from  Sal©  would  be  dealt 
with  at  the  incinerator  in  a  few  weeks  time.

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Clean  Air  Act 


It  was  in  1959  that  the  Council  considered  its  policy  with  regard 
to  domestic  smoke  and  the  formulation  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  resulting 
in  the  first  Smoke  Control  Order  being  made  by  Council  on  the  5rd  November 
of  that  year  and  coming  into  operation  on  the  1st  September  1961. 

In  1972  the  Smoke  Control  Orders  covering  the  Borough  were  completed. 

The  effect  of  this  programme  is  now  being  seen  with  the  air  in  the 
district  being  so  much  cleaner,  the  sun  is  brighter  and  in  the  winter  a 
mist  is  no  longer  a  smog.  The  grime  of  years  is  slowly  being  washed  off 
the  buildings  by  the  rain. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  people  living  in  the  district  are  now  fully 
aware  of  the  advantages  of  clean  air  and  few  would  go  back  to  coal  biiming 
fires.
